In ascertaining our future as 
a Numismatic publication, we 
have run into some problems in 
a very short time, due to the 
rapid rise in circulation and ad- 
dition of personnel to the staff. 


When laying the groundwork 
for Coin Trade Advertiser, and 
trying to keep our rates com- 
petitive with others in the field, 
our advertising scale, which was 
submitted to us and approved 
by us, has proved so low it pre- 
cludes meeting our publishing 
and mailing costs, and develop- 
ing into the type of publication 
we wish to become. 


In other words, much to our 
regret, we must raise our ad- 
vertising rates. But, even with 
the increase in rates, you will 
still be paying the lowest rates 
asked by any weekly numismat- 
ic publication. 


In the first issue of Coin 
Trade Advertiser we _ stated, 
“Coin Trade Advertiser rates 
are good for one full year. Only 
if advertising volume is so low 
to preclude meeting publishing 
costs will it be necessary to 


raise our rates.” 

Frankly, our advertising has 
not been up to expectations, 
plus the additional personnel 


needed to get the paper to you. 
In addition, as we stated, we are 
adding experts to our writing 
staff; these numismatic educa- 
tors must be paid for their time 
put into research and writing. 
The advertising placed by you 
pays these people their salaries. 

We have, as you will note, 
included in this issue the new 
rates which will become effec- 
tive 1 December 1961. 

Any advertising coming into 
this office postmarked prior to 
that date will run as many 
weeks as the advertiser wishes, 
at the old rates. All advertising 
postmarked after 1 December 
will be at the new rates. 

To the over 4,000 collectors 
who have indicated their inter- 
est in Coin Trade Advertiser, 
and are receiving it at the pres- 
ent time, we will continue to 
send the publication free up to 
and including the issue of No- 
vember 30, 1961. This also in- 
cludes those who request the 
paper between now and Novem- 
ber 30. 

If the present 4,000 plus col- 
lectors, and those who request 
Coin Trade Advertiser between 
now and November 30th, wish to 
continue receiving Coin Trade 
Advertiser after November 30th,

We started out to give you a 
subscription free publication, 
but we have been forced by the 
tremendous growth in just a 
few weeks to ask you to pay 
for the paper. The 2%c per copy 
we ask from you will help pay 
postage. 

Believe us when we tell you

standing and continued interest. 

Within a few days we are go- 
ing to receive some well de- 
served criticisms — questions 
such as, “What is to keep you 
from raising your rates again?” 
Frankly, nothing, except good 
common sense and willingness of 
the dedicated personnel who feel 
that Coin Trade Advertiser is 
their future, and are willing to 
sacrifice deeply for its survival 
and success. 

Experience has taught us 
what expert advisors failed to 
get across. But in order to grow, 
one must be willing to make sac- 
rifice, and have confidence in 
those one is trying so hard to 
serve.

Most dealers have several 
choice type coins under their 
counter at reasonable prices. 
You will also find the new book 
form albums offer attractive 
housing. 

Many people find obsolete 
coins appeal to them, but col- 
lecting a complete series by 
date is impracticable, if not im- 
possible. So type collecting o- 
fers the best solution. 

Now start searching. You’ll 
soon have a good start. You 
will enjoy showing your set to 
acquaintances. You also find 
that you have coins that are 
seldom seen by the average non- 
collector, and you’ll have beau- 
tiful pieces of our nation’s his- 
tory. A set to be proud of. 


MONET-AL 
By Al Almanzar 


This is only the first of a 
number of articles I have in 
store for you, which I hope you 
enjoy reading. You will learn 
how interesting and educational 
it can be to collect foreign 
coins. Behind every coin there 
is a story, and to know many 
of these stories makes it an 
even more fascinating hobby. To 
own these coins can make inter- 
esting conversational pieces 
which will make you a true 
numismatist. 

As an American, I take pride 
in my country’s coins. As a nu- 
mismatist, I am aware of their 
beauty and the history they 
hold. I collect them by types, 
but foreign coins still are my 
first love. 

When I was a beginner in this 
field, I was shocked to hear 
from collectors, and read from 


coin magazines and newspapers, 
the emphasis that was placed 
upon coins that can be picked 
up from circulation. So little 
was being said or done about all 
the other beautiful, and no less 
historical, foreign coins that I 
had handled in my _ travels 
abroad. I saved a few of these 
pieces, for sentimental reasons 
mainly, and had placed them in 
a box. At a glance they brought 
memories of the places I had 
visited, and at closer examina- 
tion they took me back into his- 
tory, some as far back as the 
Roman Empire, and some as 
close as the coronation of Eliza- 
beth II, Queen of Great Britain, 
and even the Brussels World 
Fair. 


How then is it possible that 
collectors in this country neg- 
lected for so long, the beauty, 
history, and such good repre- 
sentations of the countries of 
the world? For beautiful many 
of them are—like the palm tree 
cent, from the tropical island of 
the Dominican Republic, the 
peacock rupee from Burma, or 
the commemorative pieces of 
our Mexican neighbors. Why 
then should these not play a 
part in every coin collection? 

Why is it that so many col- 
lectors have allowed themselves 
to collect by the same pattern 
of adding date after date of the 
same type coin which can be 
found in everyday circulation? 
Why not try to acquire a Brit- 
ish maundy set, or for that mat- 
ter, add to their collection a nu- 
cleus of the 30 to 40 thousand 
coins of the world still avail- 
able from ten to twenty-five 
cents each. Many can be bought 
from dealers in this country and 
others procured from friends or 
dealers around the world. 

A type collection of about 
10,000 minor coins of the world, 
including many of our own coun- 
try, could be put together for 
about the same price as that 
of a choice complete date col- 
lection of Indian head cents. Of 
course you may have to do with- 
out the “pieces of eight”, the 
gold, and rare colonial coins, but 
you can console yourself in 
thinking that if one could get 
all the coins wanted, half the 
fun of collecting would be gone. 

Not long ago I decided to try 
and procure a set of coins from 
Kuwait—one of the youngest 
free states. I had no idea where 
to begin, not knowing anyone 
over there, so in final despera- 
tion I wrote to His Highness, 
the Emil of the State of Ku- 
wait. After a brief waiting pe- 
riod I received a letter from 
the government giving me bank 
names and places where I could 


purchase the coins. It will take 
a couple of letters and perhaps 
a month or two before I actual- 
ly have the coins, but that is 
all in the fun of coin collecting. 

Commemorative pieces often 
appear on the market, and some 
countries, which for centuries 
have been issuing coins of a less 
interesting design, are now 
minting them with attractive de- 
signs, many times with the col- 
lector in mind. 


So many collectors believe 
that foreign coins do not make 
a sound investment—if you be- 
lieve this you must not miss 


my next article. I will be citing | 


coins which have doubled their 
value in less than two years, 
some of which are wrongly list- 
ed for as low as 20c are now 
bringing as much as $2.00 each 
in average condition. I will give 
you facts and figures every col- 
lector should know—on the low 
mintage coins of Puerto Rico, 
which so far, to the best of my 
knowledge, has not been print- 
ed in English. 

How about it; will you start 
your foreign coin callection to- 
day? If you wish to collect 
coins that have birds, ships, ele- 
phants, or animals on them, 
there are hundreds of these. 
Maybe it will be dollar size, 
quarter size, or dime size coins. 
If it’s just the coins with mon- 
archs on them there are plenty 
of these, too, also the commem- 
oratives. How about Roman, 
Greek, medieval, modern, Brit- 
ish, Indian, the old countries, 
the new, the colonies . . . why 
not try collecting them all?

Should we have left Valley 
Forge, Lincoln’s birthplace or 
even the old homestead? Why 
bother with Independence Hall? 
These are but a pittance of res- 
torations that have been done, 
and there is still more to do. 

What about the restoration of 
antiques? Just because an old 
lamp chimney has been broken, 
we don’t display the lamp with- 
out a chimney, if we can find 
another. A friend recently re- 
stored an old 1909 Case auto 
and it’s simply gorgeous. 

These old coins that can be 
restored will never be made 
again. It is our duty to see that 
restoration is done and that they 
are advertised as restored date 
coins. I can name five of the 
largest coin companies in the 
world, who are, and have been, 
restoring coins for years. Not 
with a date restorer, but with 
other means, and in a higher 
category, they do a _ beautiful 
job. 

Recently I sold a 1901S Bar- 
ber quarter in EF with a gouge 
in the cheek. I saw the coin af- 
ter restoration and there were 
few who could detect the job. 
It was worthy of restoration and 
to get it into a collection of 
distinction. 

Restoration may create a tem- 
porary price change in the semi- 
keys of lower grade, but it will 
never be a situation that will 
get out of hand near as bad as

MONEY FACTS 
STORY OF A ROBBERY 


(Last week we learned how 
two men stole $20,000 in new 
ten dollar notes from the divi- 
sion of issues, right from under 
the noses of the officials in this 
section of the Treasury. We 
continue.) 


Mr. Root, the division head, 
followed his friends, accompa- 
nied by the thief, with the mon- 
ey, the whole length of the 
room to the lowest door, out 
of which the thief passed. The 
money was missed within the 
hour, but there was no suspi- 
cion that it had been stolen. The 
first clue that there had been a 
robbery came when a messen- 
ger mentioned the two stran- 
gers. This resulted in question- 
ing those present at the time 
the money was stolen. When it 
was concluded without a doubt 
that a robbery had actually tak- 
en place, telegraphic messages 
were sent to other cities. 


Advertisements of the rob- 
bery were sent to every bank, 
banker and broker, and to all 
newspaper publishers in the 
United States and the British 
colonies in America, stating the 
fact of the robbery, describing 
the notes, and that no new ten 
dollar note of a number higher 
than H 3,236,000* had been is- 


sued. The intervening notes 
were held in the division of 
issues. 


On the 28th of June, 1870, a 
letter bearing the date of the 
day before was received at this 
office, from the Stuyvesant 
Bank in the city of New York, 
stating that one of their deal- 
ers had deposited on that day, 
$1,500 in United States ten dol- 
lar notes, coming within the 
numbers and series which were 
in the lot of $20,000 stolen from 
the Treasury Department. Colo- 
nel Whiteley of the Secret Serv- 
ice of the Department, being in 
New York at the time, was im- 
mediately informed of this fact. 

He answered that he had 
found the facts as stated, and 
the further sum of $6,400 of 
the stolen notes had that morn- 
ing been deposited in the same 
bank by another party. These 
two sums, amounting to $7,900, 
were deposited by persons who 
could give no satisfactory ac- 
count for their possession of the 
notes. 

One of the depositors was ar- 
rested and held to bail for his 
appearance at court, and the 
other has fled the country. 

A letter was received from 
the cashier of a bank in the in- 
terior of New York, bearing the 


date July 27, 1870, stating the 
fact that note No. H 3,530,198* 
had come into his possession. 
This is the only note, of those 
stolen, that has been heard 
from, except those that were re- 
covered, as mentioned above, in 
the city of New York. 

It is confidently believed that 
the remainder of the notes sto- 
len cannot be disposed of with- 
out instant detection of the 
thieves, and that, therefore, the 
whole amount stolen will even- 
tually be recovered. 

(The foregoing was extracted 
from the Report of the Treas- 
urer of the United States, as 
reported to the 41st Congress. 
F. E. Spinner was then Treas- 
urer. Research to find out 
whether the remaining $12,090 
was ever recovered has proved 
futile. 

Next week we will bring you 
the story of another robbery, re- 
ported in the same year, but un- 
der different circumstances. Ed.)

Thank you for your thoughts 
and comment, Mr. Deller. I'll 
answer you this way—The type 
and condition of a coin for in- 
clusion in a collection is a per- 
sonal decision. If you or any 
other collector wants a restored 
date coin in your collection, 
that’s for you to decide. But, 
and I say again, to remove a 
restored date coin from a col- 
lection and offer it for sale is, 
in my opinion wrong! 

What premium can you place 
on a restored date coin? What 
is the value of a restored 1913S, 
variety 2, Buffalo Nickel? 

If the coin is in good condi- 
tion, can you offer it for sale 
at catalog? What do you sell a 
restored date coin for, at what 
price? 

These are the questions the 
new collectors ask when they 
hear of these restored dates, and 
chemicals for restoration of 
coins. What answers do we give 
them? 


To restore the beauty of a 
coin by use of chemicals is not 
wrong, if you intend to enjoy 
the restored beauty yourself 
and share this beauty by dis- 
playing what you have done for 
others to see, but, and I say 
it again, restored date coins, 
whether they be nickels, dimes 
or quarters, they should not be 
sold above their face value.
